Two ‘Outs’ Are ‘Ins’ 


There were two surprised Demo- 
crats in Wilmington, yesterday, 

James P Donahue of Cypress St,, 
chairman of the Wilmington Housing 
Authority, and Mrs Katherine Le- 
verone of Glen Road were elcted to 
the Wilmington Town Democratic 
Committee, 

Both Donahue and Mrs Leverone 
were in the ‘No, 2 Slate’ for the 
Democratic Committee ~ the group 
that has been pleading a case of 
More Action, in the Democratic 
Committee of Wilmington, They 
were opposed by the incumbent No, 
1 Slate, 

They were elected because of a 
death ~ that of Henry Gregory of 
Shawsheen Avenue, and a default in 
the makeup of the Democratic No 1 
slate, in that thirty four names 
only were submitted for a thirty 
five man committee, 

Arthur Elfman, who some say was 
intended. “to have had-his name on 
ballot, ran on stickers for the yacan- 
cy, but lost, Mr Elfman recetyed 
146 votes, Mrs Leverone received 
165 and Mr Donahue 161, 

The top vote getter was Anna 
Visconti, She was the only person 
on the Democratic Town Committee 
to get over 500 votes, receiving 510, 
and she bettered this in her race 
for the State Committee, getting 634 
votes, Her opponent for the State 
Committee, Mrs ‘Claire Buckley 
Dwyer of Woburn, who is favored to 
win re-election, got 94 yotes in Wil- 
m: 

Receiving over 400 votes in the 
Town Committee were seven: Diane 
Imbimbo 442, Gerald A Fagan 432, 
James F Banda 431, Fred F Cain 
422, Anthony Visconti 412, and Er- 
nest Crispo and Simon Cutter 402,

Inthe State Committee Race, Ed 
Gilgun of Woburn took 339 votes, 
followed by John F Cogan of Lexing- 
ton’s 204, Leonard H Hamos took 97 
and thre were 179 blanks, 

For Delegate John E Harrington 
took 425. Daniel P Kiley.com- 
ing in second with 373, Joseph M 
Cronin, a write-in, took 146 and 
there were 549-blanks 

Claire Buckley Dwyer of Woburn 
received 412 votes as an Alternate 
Delegate, Lawrence P Smith took 
332, and Jeffry P Golin, a write-in 
candidate, took 145, There were 
842 blanks, 

There was no contest in the Re- 
bublican, other than the write-ins in 
the Presidential hopefuls,

SOIL CONSERVATION 
STUDIES STARTED 


The Soil Conservation Service 
Survey of Wilmington, under an 
agreement between the US Army 
Corps of Engineers and the Wil- 
mington Planning Board, has been 
started, 


Ralph Work, a soil sciéntist, of 
Concord, and Everett Francis, also 
@ soil scientist, of Maynard, are 
doing the work, They are employed 
by the US Department of Agri- 
culture, and are connetted with 
the Middlesex County Soll and Wa- 
ter Conservation District, 

The men work out of an office 
at 403 Mass Avenue, in Acton, 

The project will tak¢ seven or 
eight weeks, and will result in a 
General Soil Map of Wilmington, 
The various types of sdils in Wil- 
mington will be delineated on the 
map, So as to show the soil limi- 


tations, 

The map will provide the loca-~ 
tion and description of all soils 
in Wilmington, show soil groups 
suitable for use in urban develop- 
ment, the engineering uses of the 
soils, facts on the suitabilities, 
the productive ratings for various 
kinds of crops, interpretations on 
permeability, data on drainage, 
flood plains, ground water levels, 
slopes, depth to bedrock, or por= 
ous layers, and data on seasonal 
wetness soil stability, erodibility, 
flood hazards, and absorptive ca- 


pacity. 

With this type of data, the Town 
Manager has been told, there are 
many uses which canbe made from 
such a survey. Some of the most 
outstanding are listed as follows; 

Location at sites suitable for 
urban development, industrial 
parks, sanitation systems, recrea~ 
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tion areas, and green belts, 

Determing soil suitability for 
building foundations 

Determination of limitations of 
sites for septic sewage systems, 

Selecting sites with soll suit- 
able for water storage reservoirs, 

Finding sources of sand and gra- 
vel, 

Ascertaining areas subject to 
flooding, 

Recording areas of wet soils 
not suited to housing, 

Delineating sources of silt af- 
fecting public water supplies, 

The Wilmington Planning Board 
is paying $3410 forthe services,

On the 19th of April 1775, at 2am 
an unidentified rider alerted the 
towns of Winchester, Woburn, Wil- 
mington and Tewksbury to the fact 
that British Regulars were march- 
ing out of Boston toward Lexington, 
Alarms in each town were sounded 
and certain groups, called ‘Minute 
Men’, responded, 

Who were these ‘Minute Men’; 
how were they organized; what was 
their purpose? 

Contrary to popular belief, Min- 
ute Men were not rag-tailed farm- 
ers hastily assembled to face the 
British soldiers, They were, in 
fact, regularly trained elite mem- 
bers drawn from the Provincial 
Militia Regiments, specially cho- 
sen with the express purpose of 
assembling at a given spot, suitably 
armed, and ready to march and 
fight withing 30 minutes after an 
alarm had sounded, 

This concept dated back to 1645 
when men were organized to defend 
the outlying towns of the Massa- 
chusetts Bay Colony against Indian 
raids, Minute Men participated in 
King Phillip’s War, the Pequot War 
and various forays against Indian 
encampments in Massachusetts, 
Connecticut and Rhode Island, They 
also fought as Provincial Militia 
in Canda during the French and 
Indian War, For a period of time 
they were called ‘Snow Shoe Men’ 
because their equipment included 
snow shoes for winter warfare 
against the Indians, Their main 
mission was to locate the enemy, 
and to engage him in combat or 
seige until the Provincial Militia 
‘Company or Regiment. could sup- 
port them, 

Minute Men were usually 
equipped with a’ flintlock musket, 
steel ram rod, knapsack, hatchet, 
cartridge box, powder horn and 
36 rounds of lead shot, 

The Minute Men in the Wilming- 
ton area were fromed from the best 
men in the Second Middlesex Coun- 
ty Massachusetts Militia Regiment 
They were formed into companies 
in Wilmington, Billerica, Stone- 
ham, Reading and Woburn and com- 
manded by Colonel Ebenezer 
Bridge of Billerica, 

A Minute Man Company formed 
in Wilmington on 9 March 1775 and 
they trained the required ‘10 half 
days’, and elected Captain Cada~ 
wallader Ford Jr,, born in Wil- 
mington on 27 November 1743, 
as the commander of their com- 
pany. 

On 4 April 1775, the trained 
Minute Men assembled to hear a 
sermon from a certain Reverend 
Stone, who rode out from Boston 
to address them, 

Several alarms were sounded to 
alert Minute Men in various towns 
but they were dismissed to their 
homes again when it was ascer- 
tained that the British Regulars 
were participating in practice ex- 
ercises, However, on the fateful 
day of 19 April 1775 the alarm 
sounded and as the Minute Men 
assembled they were told the ter- 
rible news that the Regulars ‘had 
fired ball’ in a fight at Lexington, 

From their assembly point in 
Wilmington, Captain Ford with 26 
men including Lt. John Harnden, 
Sgt. William Blan: i Set Davi 
Bei together with three water 
fares and’ 20 musket men and 
fifers marched off for Lexington 
to aid their brother Minute Men, 

Along the route of march they 
were joined by a Reading Minute 
Man Comapny. Soon an outrider 
informed Captain Ford that the 
Regulars had left Lexington for 
Concord, and the march was 
changed so as to arrive there, 

Minute Men Companies from 
Stoneham and Billerica met them 


the old Bedford Road intersects 
the Lexington - Concord roads 
from the north, This spot was 
called Merriam’s Corner because 
of the Merriam family, who lived 
in a house nearby, 

Since the Regulars had not ar- 
rived as yet, Col, Bridge formed 
the Wilmington Minute Men behind 
a stone wall which surrounded the 
Merriam House, about 60 yards 
from the road, The other Minute 
Men Companies were formed on 
either side of the house, behind 
trees parallel to the road covering 
a small bridge corring a stream. 
Twelve Minute Men Companies 
waited for the Regulars, 

Down the road marched the Re- 
gulars, 3 men abreast, followed 
by the Minute Men from Concord, 
About 40 yards from the road on 
either side of the main column was 
@ group of light infantry, assigned 
to act as flank protection for the 
column, 

As the British reached the bridge 
at Merriam’s Corners the light 
infantry flankers converged on the 
main column in order to cross the 
bridge, causing a jam there, Into 
the closely packed British came a 
volley of lead from the 12 Minute 
Men Companie§, 

A ragged volley answered from 
the British, and then, when the 
Minute Men fired a second volley, 
the British started to run, From 
this point on, the orderly British 
withdrawal turned into practically 
a route, 

The Wilmington Company ran 
alongside the road for about a mile, 
by-passing other Companies wait- 
ing in ambush for the Regulars, 
They came to a sharp angle in the 
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ard Lexington, not 


‘The Minute Men under Colonel 
Bridge came up to the road junc- 
tion, and occupied a small hill 
to the north west, They commenced 
firing at the exhausted British, 

After an hour or so the Regulars 
withdrew along the road, through 
the towns of Arlington, Somerville 
and Charlestown and encamped for 
the night on Bunkers Hill, By this 
time over 4,000 Minute Men and 
Militia were pursuing them, 

The next day the British with- 
drew into Boston, and Colonel 
Bridge’s Regiment was one of the 
group that took over the British 
positions on the hill, 

At this point in history the 
Minute Man story becomes entang- 
led with the Continental Army, 
Some of the Minute Men returned 
home, and some stayed to join 
the newly formed army, and fought 
again at the Battle of Bunker Hill 


te . 

Capt. Ford submitted a roster of 
the men who marched to Concord 
on 


for over 41 pounds, as pay for the 
50 miles they had marched that 
day, The bill has become part of 
the Massachusetts Archives, 
known. as the Alarm Rolls, and may 
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be seen im Volume 12, Page 56, 
im his handwriting, 

Capt. Ford survived the Revol- 
and lived until the age of 61, 
15 October 1804, He

The Minute Men idea has not 
ended in Massachusetts, however, 
Various towns that sent Minute 
Men Companies on 19 April 1775 
have formed new companies, emul- 
ating the original groups in uniform 
and organization, 

Since Wilmington sent Minute 
Men to the April battle, we, asa 
contributor, are fortunate in being 
able to join the select group of 
towns authorized to raise another 
Minute Man Company,
